MOVED:  That the Town vote to rescind the vote taken under Article #21 of 

the May 5, 2018 Annual Town Meeting, which authorized the borrowing of $521,000 for 

the purpose of purchasing and installing a solar array at the Water Pollution Control 

Facility at 34 Greenfield Road, which borrowing is no longer needed for the project for 

which it was approved.

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ARTICLE 6. MOVED:  That the Town vote to appropriate the sum of $130,000 for the 

purpose of increasing the Fiscal Year 2020 operating budget for the Water Pollution 

Control Facility, said sum to be raised from WPCF Retained Earnings.

ARTICLE 7. MOVED:  That the Town vote to appropriate the sum of $75,000 for the 

purpose of funding the removal and disposal of an existing oil tank and vault, and the 

purchase and installation of new oil tanks, including any and all incidental and related 

costs, at the Water Pollution Control Facility, said sum to be raised from the WPCF 

Capital Stabilization Fund.

purpose of increasing the Town Capital Stabilization Fund, said sum to be raised from 

Overlay Surplus.
